Wilmington at that time. 

Better known by its acronym, 
PUD, Planned Unite Development 
is a concept in which houses, or 
homes and other buildings, can be 
built as a unit, with perhaps the 
fields and open spaces in back, to 
be enjoyed by all. It has been tried 
by some Massachusetts com- 
munities. 

In Wilmington the subject never 
got off the Town Meeting floor. 
The voters just were not in- 
terested. 

But if there is any change in zon- 
ing, as a result of the coming Town 
Meeting, those changes probably 
will mean that Chapter 808 im- 
mediately becomes the law of the 
town, and the PUD concept, 
among others, also becomes the 
law of the town. 

The Planning Board is searching 
for means to prevent any zoning 
changes, in the coming March 
town meeting. 

It feels that Chapter 808 should 
be studied before it becomes the 
law of Wilmington.

The present rate is $64 per thou- 
sand valuation. If the Finance 
Committee predictions and 
recommendations are followed the 
rate for 1976-77 will presumably be 
between $67 and $69. 


This year the members of the 
Finance Committee are happy 


about the co-operation of the 
school department, and of other 
department heads, in their efforts 
to keep down costs. 

FinCom, members have said the 
school department, which 
represents the major cost of the 
town has been responsible for 
“high level management." 


Shawsheen Tech 

The attitude of the Wilmington 
Finance Committee, while 
favorable to the Wilmington 
Schools, seems to be contrary to 
Shawsheen Tech this year. The 
members say that Shawsheen 
Tech High School - located in 
Billerica and supported by five 


towns of which Wilmington is one - 
has not been responsive to the 
financial plights of the five towns 
which support it. 


The voters of Wilmington will be 
asked to reduce the Wilmington 
appropriation by $85,000, for 
Shawsheen Tech.

ALL MODELS 


Currently there are three questions of in- 
terest, regarding the sentiment of those 
who live in this community. This column 
has not attempted to make a survey, and 
has no such intention, but it has made some 
observations, which may possibly be of in- 
terest. 

First there is the question of forced buss- 
ing, in the schools of the Commonwealth. 
This is a “gut” issue in parts of Boston. 
The situation there can be described as ex- 
plosive. 

Recently some school and other officials 
of Wilmington discussed the forced bussing 
issue, after a regular meeting. By no 
means could the discussion be described as 
“racist.” 

The sentiment was against forced bussing 
because it-had been shown that the educa- 
tion of the young people has been disrupted. 

The money that is being spent in police 
work, and extra bussing, was deplored. It 
should be spent for educational purposes, 
the participants of that discussion felt. The 
extra millions of dollars being spent was 
millions of dollars being wasted. 

Such a sentiment, perhaps not as well ex- 
pressed, can be reported among the people 
of this town. A recent survey in 
Massachusetts showed 75 per cent of those 
surveyed were against forced bussing. Tbe 
same proportion seems to exist in 
Wilmington. 

Politically, at this time, a dozen or so per- 
sons are vying for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for President of the United States. 
There has been very little participation 


among the residents of this town. A few 
comments have been heard, all to be 
described as ‘‘Scattered.” 

Among the officials, curiously enough, 
there seems to be a Carter sentiment, The 
writer knows of probably 10 officials who 
have said they favor the Georgia ex- 
governor. Three members of the 
Democratic Towr Committee have so 
described themselves. They are, of course, 
less than 10 per cent of that committee. 

The officials seem to be expressing a sen- 
timent. It will be interesting to see how the 
ordinary person feels, as will be shown in 
the March primary. 

The third question of interest is that of 
subsidized housing, proposed in East 
Wilmington, a result of the so-called Snob 
Zoning law. Of Wilmington’s more than 8,- 
000 voters 1,000 have signed a petition 
against that housing. Some of those 
signatures reflect certain fears on the part 
of the signatories. 

This column was in favor of the housing. 
The developer had adequate safeguards to 
guard against slum conditions. The young 
people of Wilmington have never had a 
chance for proper housing, as expressed in 
the Zoning Bylaws of this town. 

Now, there is no money, and the town 
meeting is to be asked to buy the land, in 
March. 

Will those who are against the concept of 
apartment housing in that area be willing to 
put up more than $100 thousand, to further 
express their sentiments? It could be an in- 


teresting part of the town meeting.

The Wilmington Bicennial Ball. 
held at the Hanscom AFB NCO 
Club on January 30. was a tremen- 
dous event. There were a number 
of persons who made important 
contributions to its success. One 
of them is a man named Leon 
Chelmen 

Mr Chemlen is TIRAS 
Marketing Manager for Dynamics 
Research Corporation of 
Wilmington. He represents his 
company well. He is a person who 
might be compared to the 
Renaissance Man - inquisitive. in- 
telligent. and with an intense and 
sincere interest in the things 
around him. He has made many 
friends. 

As previously reported. Lee 
Chemlen adopted the Wilmington 
Baldwin Apple Monument as a 
symbol to better identify his com- 
pany and its Wilmington location 
with his customers in the U.S. 
Navy and U.S. Air Force. Since 
the apple is also sometimes 
referred to as the Pecker Apple. 
Chemlen carried things a step 
further and formed the Benevolent 
and Protective Order of the 
Pecker Apple Tree. He made cast 
aluminum replicas of the monu- 
ment. When a person is sworn in 
as a knight of the Order. the new 
knight receives a replica as his or 
her symbol of office. As a symbol. 
Wilmington’s Monument has serv- 
ed both Lee and his company well 

The idea that Chemlen came up 
with. relative to the Bicentennial 
Ball. was the presentation. of 
monuments of knighthood to 
representatives of the Butters 
family. the family who developed 
the Baldwin apple. several hun- 
dred vears ago. It was a grand 
idea. Chemlen said that he ex- 
pected Mrs. Condry. Mrs. Kinney 
and Ann Butters to join in the 
debate with the other female 
knights on whether or not the 
Rules Committee may continue to 
refer to them as knightpersons. 

At this moment Mr. Chemlen 
has several projects. one of which 
can be recognized by many people 
resident in Middlesex County 

Cart Velleca is an inmate of Con- 
cord. a correctional institution. 
He is running for the position of 
Selectman. in Concord. The laws 
today allow this 

The first that was heard of Carl 
was in the Concord Patriot. on 
January 22.

Velleca is serving two sentences 
in Concord. He was. in some way. 
implicated in the theft of a Paul 
Revere silver collection from 
Phillips Academy in Andover. Mr.

Velleca says he helped the police 
recover the silver. and then was 
arrested. He was sentenced to five 
to seven years on the Phillips An- 
dover thing 

The second sentence comes from 
the robbery of a barbotte game. in 
Lawrence. Twenty-five men were 
robbed by a gunman. That gun- 
man was not Velleca. The gunman 
was sentenced to five to seven 
years 

Velleca was accused of fur- 
nishing the key that allowed the 
gunman to get into the building 
He was sentenced to a term of 15 to 
3 years. 

Velleca is bitter. in a way about 
this. He points out that on that 
same day. in Germany. an ex-Nazi 
was found guilty of the murder of 
600 Jews and received a sentence 
of 20 years. 

To hear of something like this is 
to arouse the instincts of Leon 
Chemlen. He has now put himself 
in the corner of Carl Velleca. and, 
as Chemlen does things. it is not a 
passive action. 

Carl. for a prison inmate. is a 
very accessible individual. He has 
earned the status of trusty and 
runs the gift shop in the lobby of 
the prison. If he should be elected 
a Selectman. he would be more 
accessible than someone, working 
for instance. in a Boston office. 

Carl lives outside the gates in 
the Honor House and can leave the 
prison from time to time, because 
of his earned furlough time. 

On February 10 CBS taped a 
show on Carl in the historic 
Colonial Inn in Concord. It 
appeared as a part of the Walter 
Cronkite show on Thursday. 
February 12. 

Sitting in the corner. behind Carl 
Velleca. was a man named Leon 
Chemlen. 

Yes. that’s the man who works 
for Dynamics Research, and who 
has taken the Baldwin Apple 
Monument under his wing. 

There are many more stories 
that can be told about Chemlen. 
He is one of those persons with 
many ideas. But the reader now 
knows who he is - and if Carl 
Velleca should become a Select- 
man of Concord. the reader can 
guess that the sales manager from 
Dynamics Research had a part in 
that election. 

Chemlen. too. has his comments 
about the recent destructive riot at 
the Concord Reformatory. ‘This 
is precisely why I am involved.” 
he said. “I want to know and un- 
derstand why these things happen. 
Only if we understand weeven 
hope to prevent similar oc- 
curances in the future.
